Sousa Plays Again 
For the President 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—(4)— 
John Philip Sousa today fell into an 
old familiar routine. 

Back in the eighties, when he 
was earning his title of ‘The March 
King,” the president of the United 
States frequently was an interested 
listener as Sousa led the Marine 
band through stirring melodies of 
his early eompositions. 

Today, President Hoover left his 
desk ‘to stand by the now aging 
musician while he directed his own 
band in a performance of his lat- 
est composition. 

The chief executive smiled, threw 
back his shoulders and as the last 
trombone blare died away shook 
Sousa’s hand warmly.

A father and son were held in the 
Bartow county jail here tonight 
charged with the killing this after- ' 
noon of John Dover, another member 
of the family, on a farm near here. 

Lee Dover, the father, about 50 
years of age, and Ben Dover, 19, 
told authorities that the slaying of 
the son and brother followed a row 
at the home. They would” not say, 
however, how the trouble orig:nated. 

The 19-year-old boy said he shot 
his brother to save the life of his 
father. 

According to young Dover's state- 
ment, John, who was married and 
lived only about two hundred yards 
from the home of his parents, went to 
see his father at noon today. The two 
began arguing, the officers were told, 
and John Dover was asked to leave 
the house. 

“He left and said he was going to 
come back in a few minutes with a 
gun,” young Dover said. 

“It wasn't long until we saw him 
returning with a shotgun. We fasten- 
ed the door but he broke the lock and 
pushed the door in.” 

The youth alleges that his brother 
then abused his father with threats 
and started to shoot. The elder Do- 
ver ran, he said, and John chased him 
through the house. 

“I knew he was going to kill him if 
he caught him,” the boy added, “se 
I got my gun and fired.” 

The bullet took effect in Dover's 
neck, and he died a few minutes aft-

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—(4)— 
Elimination of unworthy stations and 
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Germany's statesmen have pronounced 
the treaty of Versailles impossible, 
but he denied that a campaign for 
revision of that treaty was now be- 
ing launched in response to internal 
pressure. 

Must Maintain Peace. 

“We do not allow ourselves to be 

affected by romantic dreams,” he de- 
clared, “‘and we are not chasing after 
imperialistic plans, Any other way 
but that of peaceful understanding 
does not énter the question for us. 
We of all people need peace. We are 
convinced of the necessity of its 
maintenance.” 
“We must face the fact,” he said, 
“that nobody can know today wheth- 
er the measures by which we are to 
put our financial affairs in order will 
suffice, and when we must take the 
international steps provided for in 
the treaties for the protection of our 
economy and exchange. 

“We have given no guarantee for 
the feasibility of the Young plan. Dr. 
Stressemann (late German foreign 
minister) said a year ago that nobody 
eould guarantee that the plan could 
be fulfilled and that nobody expected 
a guarantee from us. 

“Even our critics must realize that 
since the 1929 conference of experts 
the world’s entire economic condition 
has shifted and there has been a veri- 
table landslide in Germany.

CHILD CONFERENCE 


Asks Higher Wages Through- 
out Industry as Biggest 
Help to Young. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—(UP) 
Higher wages and pensions to aid un- 
employed families were advocated to- 
night by Miss Grace Abbott, chief of 
the children’s bureau, as a means to 
lift the burdens of depression from 
American childhood, 

Miss Abbott told a section of the 
White House ehild conference that in 
times of industzial uncertainty “a per- 
manent burden falls upon the backs of 
little children.” Children of the un- 
employed will be undersized, under- 
nourished and diseased, she warned. 

Miss Abbott's address was a key- 
note to that section of the conference 
charged by President Hoover to chart 
for childhocd a way to meet the indus- 
trial complexities of modern life “sé 
that industry will not rob our chil- 
dren of their rightful heritage.” 

The need for “higher wages as a se- 
curity fur the family,” a more equal 
distribution of wealth, and develop-’ 
ment for a program of concerted re- 
lief in advance of times of stress was 
cited by Miss Abbott. 

Miss Abbott’s committee hearing to- 
day was marked by the only dissen- 
sion noted in the conference. Backed 
by protests-from major women's or- 
ganizations of the country, she de- 
vlored a conference recommendation 
that the maternity and infancy work 
»f the children’s bureau be transfer- 
red to the U. 8S. public health service. 
She said the problem of child health 
must remain in the hands of one uni- 
fied ageney.
